HOW TREATIES ARE MADE. 

the Initiative, In Negotiations With For¬ 
eign Bowers, Is With, the Bresident. 

“The treaty making power is given 
to the president, in connection with the 
senate, by the constitution,” writes 
General Harrison in his “This Country 
of Ours” article in Ladies’ Home Jour¬ 
nal. “The initiative—the negotiations 
with foreign governments leading up to 
an agreement,* and the framing x>f the 
articles of the treaty—is with the exec¬ 
utive. The senate has no part in the 
matter until the president communi¬ 
cates the treaty to it and asks its con¬ 
currence. It may then, however, either 
concur or reject, or concur with amend¬ 
ments. When tbs exeentive has agreed 
with any foreign power upon a treaty, 
and it has been duly signed by the plen¬ 
ipotentiaries for their respective govern¬ 
ments, it is sent to the senate for its 
concurrence, and is considered there in 
secret session. Whatever maybe said 
as to the wisdom or necessity of secret, 
sessions for other purposes, it is mani¬ 
festly necessary that the terms of treat¬ 
ies and the discussion of them should 
in many cases be kept in the confidence 
of those charged with concluding them 
until they are concluded. 

“Though all the attempts in the con¬ 
stitutional convention to give the house 
of representatives a part in the making 
of treaties failed, it is stilL true that 
many important treaty stipulations de¬ 
pend for their execution upon the action 
of the house* If a treaty stipulates for 
the payment of money by the United 
States, the money cannot be taken from 
the treasury without an appropriation. 
It may he said that as a treaty is a part 
of the 'supreme law of the land,’ it is 
• the duty of congress to appropriate the 
money necessary to carry it into effect, 
and that in the making of the appropri¬ 
ation the house has no right to consider 
the question of the value or propriety 
of the treaty. But, all the same, if the 
appropriation is not made the treaty 
fails. Usually appropriations to carry 
out a treaty have been given freely by 
the house, hut there is power to with¬ 
hold them, and so to defeat the treaty. 
As to treaties involving onr revenue 
laws, the house—having by the consti¬ 
tution the sole power to originate rev¬ 
enue hills—has claimed the right to act 
upon a consideration of the wisdom or 
unwisdom of the treaty.” 


Boys and Firearms. 

An accident which shows the danger 
of not teaching boys howto use firearms 
is reported inThe American Field. Sev¬ 
enteen-year-old James Groat of Omaha, 
with three comrades, was hunting ducks 
on the river. Hot finding the birds 
plentiful, boy fashion, they thought 
they would play about in the willow 
blind. They laid their guns down and 
began to skylark. All of a sudden a 
flock of dnoks was seen coming, and 
there was a rush to get the guns. 

If young Groat had been, brought up 
right, he would not have left his gnu 
cocked and loaded, he would not have 
grasped it by the muzzle and pulled it 
toward* himself, the trigger would not 
have caught in a twig, and the lad 
would not have been killed. The top of 
his head was blown to pieces by the 
whole charge of shot entering just 
above the nose. 

When a boy wants a gun and is in a 
place about which game is to be found, 
and there are hunters to hunt it, the 
boy is going to have it by hook or crook. 
So the best way to do when a lad shows 
the • symptoms is to put him into the 
hands of a good hunter and have him 
taught what to do and what not to do, 
especially what not to do, and if a good 
gun, built by a trustworthy manufac¬ 
turer, is giveu to the would be hunter, 
there is no danger whatever. If this was 
done in every instance with boys, there, 
would be no accidental killings. It is 
the self confident, self taught man who 
kills others and himself.

Before commencing operations each 
man in a gang provides himself with a 
bull’s-eye lantern, a canvas apron and a 
pole some seven or eight feet in length, 
having an iron attachment at one end, 
somewhat in the shape of a hoe.. For 
greater convenience the lantern is in¬ 
valuably fixed to the Tight shoulder, 
so Yhat when walking the light is 
‘thrown ahead, and when stopping its 
rays shine directly to.their.feet. 

Thus accoutred, they walk slowly 
along' through the mud, feeling with 
their naked feet for anything unusual, 
at the same time raking the accumula¬ 
tion from the walls and picking from 
the crevices any article they see. Noth- 
ing is allowed to escape them, no mat¬ 
ter 'what its worth, provided it is not 
absolutely valueless. Old iron, pieces of 
rope, bones, current coin of the realm 
and articles of plate and jewelry—all 
is good fish which comes to the hunter’s 
iiet. 

With “fins” in the way of coins, of 
course, the “humble penny” predom¬ 
inates. Sixpence and shillings, how¬ 
ever, often increase the value of the col¬ 
lection, and at rare intervals—too rare 
to please the hunter—half sovereigns 
are discovered. Like the flies in amber, 
the mystery is bow they got there. 

Among other articles of intrinsic 
worth silver spoons are most often 
found, although shirt studs, diamond 
rings, silver drinking vessels and many 
other quite out of place articles swell 
the list from time to time. Luckyfinds, 
such .as those above mentioned, do not 
deter the sewer man from keeping a 
keen dookout for less valuable articles 
as.they float bj r . His sharp eye,’ from 
long practice, is capable of judging the 
worth of the floating refuse before it 
would be even discernable to the or¬ 
dinary observer. 

Mile after mile does the sewer hunter 
traverse underground, until a tolerably 
heavy bag is the result of his labor. 
Kight and day is all one to the man. 
Some gangs enter the sewers at night 
and work until morning, while others 
carry out the search only during the 
daytime. Bats abound everywhere, 
some of them being of enormous size, 
large enough to frighten any beginner 
at the game. The experienced hunter, 
however, takes no notice of them and 
the rats are only too pleased to sneak 
away in the darkness.—Pearson’s

The biggest one remembered 
weighed 37 pounds, and.was killed at 
Bowthorp, near Warwich. A 36-pounder 
was caught in Slceggles water, West¬ 
moreland.

which is hot often killed by a gunshot 
and, as- seldom taken with traps, since 
nothing but the utmost care in setting 
and baiting the trap will deceive it. 
Once in awhile trout- fishermen see ot¬ 
ters along an Adirondack stream, and 
otter trails are common on the snow- 
-covered ice back in the woods, or on 
streams opposite clearings. Sometimes 
the animals are seen on the ice by rab¬ 
bit hunters, and are shot at, but few of 
the wotmded or even killed creatures are 
recovered, since they are usually on the 
5ce near air-holes, and if. merely 
wounded go under the waterand drown 
rather than let- a man get them. Their 
last kick Is an endeavor to get out of 
reach.—1ST. A'. Sun.

Resolved, That it is the sense of this conven¬ 
tion: that the question of the improvement of 
country roads is one of the most important 
state questions now awaiting solution and de¬ 
serves the careful and serious consideration of 
all, and especially those officers who. have to 
da with the construction of roads and with, the 
passage of laws looking to better roads. 

That we recommend that all country roads 
he divided into three classes according to. their 
importance. That the first class, to he known
